Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 1-6, in the reply filed on 
October 13, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Claims 7-17 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
There is no disclosure of a dual cone bearing assembly, with the cone apexes of the cones being 
near to each other, in combination with a single grooved journal bearing axially spaced 
therefrom. 

The substitute specification filed October 13, 2004 is acknowledged. It is objected to 
because of the following informalities: Paragraphs [0020] and [0024] do not agree with the 
drawings. Each of these paragraph use incorrect reference numbers in referring to Figure 2. In 
addition, paragraphs [0021] and [0023] refer to "shaft 500" when there is no number 500 in 
Figure 2. Paragraph [0025] is also grammatically awkward in line 10. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter of claim 6 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

The drawings are objected to because in Figure 5, the reference lines for numbers 502 
and 504 do not terminate to indicate the bearing cones as required, and because Figure 2 includes 
the reference number 262 twice, the one in the upper left center of the drawing being incorrect. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 226 and 266 (Figure 
2); and 462 (Figure 4). 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 201, 209, 212, 214, 
217, and 246 (Figure 2); 442 (Figure 4); and 616 (Figure 6A). 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claim 1, there is no clear antecedent for "the fluid surface" in line 5. 
In claims 4 and 5, "duel" should be changed to -dual-. 

Claim 6 is indefinite, as it does not read on the elected species. Applicant has determined 
that claim 6 is included in the elected embodiment, however, nowhere in the species of elected 
Figure 3 is found a single grooved journal bearing spaced axially from the dual cone journal 
bearing. Therefore the scope of the claim is indeterminate, and indefinite. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Pan. 

Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1 . 1 1 1 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
